The 
territory bnrnccl'ovcr was bounded by 
Ashland avenue on the east, the south 
branch-of the Chicago river on tho 
north, Blue Island avenue on 
tho 


south, and Rohy street oil the west. 
The "fire was the worst which the lire 
department has been called on to light 
in the last twenty-two years. 


There were many casualties among 


the firemen and spectators. 
The only 


death, so far as heard from, was that 
of a boy who fell from a lumber pilo 
in a River street yard and was drown- 
ed.

home. The xvind was so strong that 
£35 was blown from his clothes and 
lost. 


Dozens of firemen, who could iiot 


have fought the ilames any harder if 
their homes had been burning and 
lives iu danger, were overcome by the 
bent-ami smoke, but after a brief rest 
they renewed, the fight. 


At 0:30 o'.clock Chief Sweeney in- 


formed a reporter for the United Press 
.that the conllagration was under con- 
trol, although the lumber yards and 
buildings adjoining on Ashland avenue 
and the south branch of the rivcx1 were 
burning fiercely. There seemed to be 


danger at that time of the (lames 


jumping across the river cast of Ash- 
land avenue. 


The lumber to the-enst, however, was 


thoroughly soaked, the firemen having 
made the greatest fight against fearful 
odds that has been placed to their 
credit in many years. 


The money loss is estimated in haste 


antl amid much excitement, in the ma- 
jority of cases by responsible employes 
or members of the concerns burned 
out, and aggregates 53,000,000. 


As for the insurance, some of the 


sufferers would not or could not give 
any specific totals, but all the big lum- 
ber yard owners and representatives of 
the Siemens, Wells and French compa- 
nies, Chicago Stove works, Barber As- 
phalt Co. and smaller concerns said the 
properties were well insured. 
The to- 


tal insurance, however, will probably 
not exceed half the amount of the 
losses. 


The lire began at the corner of S. K. 


Martin's .slip, just west of Lincoln 
stri-iit, and close to the Blue island 
edge of the yards,

know how the flames started.

warehouse man in Martin's yard was 
tht first to notice the fire and start to 
give the alarm.
